Washington, May 3.— The commission

producers to gel their commodities into 
the island on easy terms, and at the 
saino time their seeming Indifference to 
the Cubans' need of markets bere. 


The nee planters of Louisiana are 


strenuous in iheir desire to'havo the rate 
of duty against their product exceed- 
ingly low, believing they can command 
the market there against other foreign 
producers. 
American tobacco niauu- 


fuctiirers are insistent that no Porto 
Ittcaii lobacifi Khali be aliowcd to set 
into Cuba, as their interests demand 
that the mtegril.v of the Cuban product 
be maintained. 
Our cotton goods man- 


ufacturers, it is also assorted, nre mak- 
ing demands which it' granted would 
benefit foreign manufacturers quite1 as 
much. 


These are but typical instances of the 


deMre to get into Cuba, and yet against 
her products the market.? of the world 
orrfn flesr,!. 
As one man connected 


with the commission has expressed it: 
"These interests are all howling like a 
pack of wolves, .and yet are not witling 
to cive Cuba anything in return, not 
even an opiate to deaden her suffer- 
ings," 


The markets of Europe are practically 


closed against Cuban product*. Short- 
ly after the war Spain put a very high 
tariff upon Cuban tobacco; EneJand al- 
ready taxes it roundly for revenue pur- 
poses.

must depend largely upon the market, 
and to what extent it will foe admitted 
remains to be seen.

dustrial conditions are settled the af- 
fairs on the island cannot be prosperous.

The Work Contains tbe Declaration 


of Independence uiid Is Intended 
For Free Distribution to Xatlvcs of 
the Philippines and For U»e Ia 
Public Schools. 
Major General Arthur MacArthur, 


military governor of the Philippines, 
has compiled and published for the 
use of the Filipinos a coridcnsiv,! his- 
tory of the United States, says the 
New Yojlt World. The book, of 78 
pages, is issued Jn pamphlet form and 
contains th'o story of the discovery of 
America, its industrial development 
and an explanation of the govern meat, 
the constitution and the Declaration of 
Independence. 


The constitution and Declaration of 


Independence are the last articles in 
this history. The l»ok is printed in 
English and Spanish, English on one 
page and Spanish on the page facing 
it. General MacArthur in his explana- 
tion of the discovery does not give The 
Soantsh any too much credit. 
The 


missionaries are continually referred 
to as "triars." 


Under the subheading of "The Birth 


of the Nation" General MacArthur 
tersely explains the cause of the differ- 
ences between the American colonists 
and Great Britain which led to the 
Revolution. He says: 


"The separation of the American col- 


onios from the mother country was 
caused by their growing divergence in 
constitutional ideas. Thl.s wns a natural 
result 
of the 
different 
institutions 


necessitated by the now conditions in 
which the colonists were placed. To 
the people of England representative 
government meant the representation 
of the classes. Representation accord- 
ing to population was a new idea born 
of colonial conditions. When the colo- 
nist spoke of 'iio taxation without rep- 
resentation,' hf meant that taxes ought 
to be levied oitly by a legislative body 
in which was seated a person known 
and voted for by the person taxed." 


After iplling tbe FlLplnos of tha 


struggles of the United States to ac- 
quire territory now a part of the coun- 
try General Mat-Arthur says, "The re- 
maining territorial expansion of the 
United Stales v,-:is the result of the 
war with Spain in 1S9S." 


lie reviews the revolution Iu Cuba, 


the destruction of the battleship Maine 
and the act of congress directing the 
president to demand of Spain that the 
war ID Cuba CPJISC. "War at one? en- 
sued," pays the historian, "and result- 
ed in a complete victory for the Amer- 
icans." 


In no place in this history is there 


any mention of the feats of Admirals 
Dewey, Schley, Sampson or of the land 
operations around Santiago or Manila. 


Careful explanations are given of the 


framing of the constitution and of the 
desire to make each of the legislative, 
executive and Judicial departments a 
check upon the other. 
Oil the presi- 


dent's powers he says: 


"The president in peaceful times Is 


merely the chief magistrate of the na- 
tion. He may consult the heads of the 
great departments, but lie does not 
need to take their advice. For treason, 
bribery or other high crimes or mis- 
demeanors the president may be im- 
peached by the house of representa- 
tives and convicted by the senate, but 
only with the consent of two-thirds of 
the senators present. But in time of 
war no limit can be assigned to the 
president's powers. His functions then 
are almost those of a dictator." 


The history Is intended for free dis- 


tribution to the people of the Philip- 
pines and for use in the putlie schools.

It is 
the general opinion that Amherst im- 
ported Dunleavy largely for the pur- 
pose of having- the question of profes- 
sionalism raised, so that the Williams 
and Wesleyan players could be pro- 
tested easily. The faeling is that Am- 
herst's position has not been sports- 
manlike in the matter. In connection 
with the subject of professionalism 
in the colleges the Springfield Repub- 
lican today says: 


The question of professionalism in 


college baseball is a, very wide one. 
Probably, if the facts were universally 
known, it would be found that three- 
fourths of. the college call players of 
ability and experience, played baseball 
during the summer and received com- 
pensation for their work 
To many, 


this summer playing forms their means 
of occupation and aids them to con- 
tinue in their college course, jast

the vacation. Ordinarily, no comment 
is occasioned, but when a player of ex- 
ceptional abiHy enters college there is 
likely to be a protest.

This Year's Crop Darker Colored and 


Less in Quantify 


The maple sugar season in Vermont 


is now closed writes a Beunington 
correspondent, so that it Is possible to 
speak with some degree of accuracy 
of the harvest which has been secured 
from the sugar orchards in tho state. 
The maple sugar exchange announces 
thai all reports indiriate about half a 
cro», the average production to each 
tree being- one and one-half pound?. 
The quality of the product is a little 
below the average, owing to the stormy 
weather, and in' some instances the 
sugar is off in color, being darker than 
usual. For many markets, particular- 
ly in the west, this will not he a 
drawback, since dealers and consum- 
ers in that section are more accus- 
tomed to dark maple r.nd are inclined 
to regard 
the 
lighter 
packages as 


adulterated. According: to the report, 
less than the average number of trees 
have been tapped this season than in 
several past seasons. Some producers 
omitted tapping- jhis season in order 
to permit their m?'ie trees to recover 
from the effects of the ravages of the 
worms. 
Others were deterred from 


tapping by. the enormous snow 
fall 


which remained on the ground, and 
others were discouraged by the late- 
ness 
of the 
season.

price received this year is about the 
same as that for the past three years.

THE ANALYTICAL CHEMIST, 


He Is a Dreaded Wltne«» In. M«rder 


by Poison Ca«e». 


That prisoner who has to face a charge 


of murder by poison has no witness 
against him who is so much to be dread- 
ed as the analytical chemist. In many 
cases tbe life or death of the prisoner has 
depended upon a simple experiment in 
the laboratory of tl.e chemist. One meth- 
od of tracing poison is to tiansrorm. the 
suspected deposits into crystals and sub- 
mit them to the powerful scrutiny of the 
microscope. 
But that test ib successful 


only where compaintively large dotes of 
poison hme been given. In another form 
of test the grave issue depends upon the 
color of a fragment of copper foil or the 
hues of a liquid in a diminutive ciy&t.il 
globe. "When arsenic is suspected to be 
the "ause of death, the copper foil espeii- 
ment is tried. If the result is a dead 
black deposit the case looks equally 
black for the prisoner. 


StrycUnme, when administered in a 


most minute form, is detected by a subtle 
process of 
chemicpl concentration 
by 


Means of which the suspected fluids aie 
reduced to a single drop, which is placed 
in a tiny glass globe. Into this is then 
dropped a minute particle of potash bi- 
chiomate. If stiychnme Is present, t(he 
result is a display of changing colors,— 
blue, purple, red and, lastly, a rich 
mauve tint. Those colors are pretty to 
look at, but thoy may mean death for the 
suspected criminal. 
Y\"hrn opium is sus- 


pected to be tbe cause of death, the flai Is 
are chemically cleansed and thon reduced 
to a drop or two. 
Nitiic acid is first ap 


plied, and if morphia is present it is re- 
vealed by the drops changing- to a lovely 
carmine hue. Thou if sulpho rnolybJic 
acid is applied the drops change fiist to a 
brilliant magenta color and tllTj to a sky 
blue. 


In spite 'of all the care aud knowledge 


devoted to chemical analysis in criminal 
cases mistakes sometimes are made. Ou 
one occasion a famous analyst, Professor 
Tyler, was nearly the unconscious cause 
of sending: an innocent man to the gal 
lows. 
The professor, after careful ex- 


pciiments, declared that arsenic bad been 
the cause of the death Tilth which the 
prisoner was charged. 
The prosecution 


proved that 'be pusonc* was the only 
man who possibly could have administer 
«.-} the poison. The man pleaded his in 
nocence in the most ftank and pitiable 
way, but the evidence was against him 
He was sentenced to death, and the day' 
of his execution was approaching when 
Professor Tyler received a letter fiom th; 
condemned man setting forth his sidp of 
the case in such a forcible manner that 
the professor was induced to reconsider 
his analysis and make another examina- 
tion. He found, to his amarernent, that 
the aisenic which he had discovered had 
been placed in the fluids by himself in the 
ordinary "ourse of his ana!} sis. He at 
once confessed his blunder, and tbe con- 
demned man ^as saved fiom the gallows. 
The difficulties of a chemical analyst 
may be imagined when it is realized tint 
of some poisous it requires only an in 
firjitesimai amount to pioduce deatK 
One-tenth of a grain of aconite tv ill kill 
a powerful man, and of strychnine half

Thou shalt not use oleomargarine, 


neither thou, nor thy man-servant, noy 
thy maid-servant, nor thy guest that 
is within thy gates. 


This is the £rst and the great com- 


mandment of tho 
state 
board 
of 


health's pure food department. It ap- 
plies to restaurants, and eight or nine 
local restaurant and boarding house 
keepers of this city are to be in court 
in the morning to answer to the charge 
of violating it. 


Agent Whitaker of the state board, 


who brought a large number of oleo 
cases in this city just about a year 
ago, was busy this morning making 
out complaints against local dealers 
and restaurant keepers, there being 13 
to answer to charges, and 17 com- 
plaints 
in all. The 
summons 
wafc 


served this afternoon and ir 
is 
ex- 


•>ected that all will be in court in the 
morning.

innocently.
